The signal seems 
to be better in S. America (Brazil and Argentina) than here in Europe. 


Going through a number of samples, real time listening and reports, I am 
pretty sure that some of the morse activity is related to the 2-second 
pip. There are morse stations next to 8340 as well, but they are not 
related. 


One of the most convincing samples came from Tony. You can clearly hear 
that the pips make place for a carrier and then a morse message. This 
was repeated during a period of at least 1,5 hours. The "message" 
consisted only of the letter "Z".

Background: 

Following nearly 16 years of military rule, a new constitution was 
adopted in 1999, and a peaceful transition to civilian government 
was completed. The president faces the daunting task of rebuilding 
a petroleum-based economy, whose revenues have been squandered 
through corruption and mismanagement, and institutionalizing 
democracy. In addition, the OBASANJO administration must defuse 
longstanding ethnic and religious tensions, if it is to build a 
sound foundation for economic growth and political stability.

The now defunct NSO was during a period of 10 years (1976-1986) the 
sole intelligence agency in Nigeria. Other government bodies that were 
involved in national security during the same period were the Ministry 
of Internal Affairs, the Ministry of Defense and the National Police 
Force. 


The NSO was charged with the detection and prevention of any crime 
against the security of the state, with the protection of classified 
materials, and with carrying out any other security missions assigned 
by the president. 


When the country got a new regime in August 1985, things started to 

change. The new regime issued Decree Number 19 in June 1986. This 

decree meant the end of the NSO and the start of three new security 

services, namely: the National Intelligence Agency (NIA), the State 

Security Service (SSS) and the Defence Intelligence Agency (DIA).

* National Intelligence Agency - NIA 


The NIA was formed in June 1986 as one of the successors of the old 


NSO. The agency is responsible for foreign intelligence and counter- 
intelligence.

Also formed in June 1986 was the SSS, the State Security Service, 
responsible for intelligence within Nigeria.

* National Police Force - NPF 
Federal Investigation and Intelligence Bureau - FIIB 


The National Police Force is designated as the national police with 
exclusive jurisdiction throughout the country. The NPF is part of 
Nigeria's military forces. Special sections of the NPF are in charge 
of the protection of harbours and waterways (Port Security Police), 
railways and airfields. 


In late 1986, the NPF was reorganized nationwide into seven new area 
commands and five directorates (criminal investigations, logistics, 
supplies, training, and operations) under deputy inspectors general. 


In mid-1989 another NPF reorganization was announced. Under the new 
structure, a Federal Investigation and Intelligence Bureau (FIIB) was 
to be set up as the successor to the Directorate of Intelligence and 
Investigation; three directorates were established for operations, 
administration, and logistics, each headed by a deputy inspector 
general. 


- The Directorate of Operations was subdivided into four units under 
a deputy director (operations, training, communications, and the 
police mobile force). 

- The Directorate of Administration was composed of an administration 
unit headed by an assistant inspector general (AIG), and of budget 
and personnel units under commissioners. 

- The Directorate of Logistics had four units (procurement, woxrkshop/ 
transport, supply, and work/maintenance) under AIGs. The zonal 
arrangements were retained.

Nigerians participate heavily in international drug trafficking. The 
country is also the center for most narcotics traffic in Africa. By 


shifting some operations to neighboring countries and to strategic 
locations worldwide, Nigerian criminal organizations have succeeded in 
altering and expanding their smuggling networks. Nigerian money- 
launderers operate sophisticated global networks to repatriate the 
illicit proceeds of narcotics trafficking as well as from financial 
crimes and other criminal activities. 


The Government's counter-narcotics programs have failed to materialize 
or have been ineffective. Efforts by the Nigerian Drug Law Enforcement 
Agency (NDLEA) have been hindered by widespread corruption in law 
enforcement and by the lack of substantive government support. The 
NDLEA was formed by decree in January 1990 to eliminate the growing, 
processing, manufacturing, selling, exporting, and trafficking of hard 
drugs, and the decree prescribed stiffer penalties for convicted 
offenders.

Two other defendants were arrested. Both of them helped in a planned 
money transfer that was part of the transaction. One of those two 
individuals arrived in the U.S. to allegedly arrange for a $500,000 
downpayment from a government cooperating witness for 50 more shoulder- 


fired missiles.

Two radio towers left over from the Cold War have been felled once and 
for all. A second attempt to blow up the 600 ft masts proved successful. 
The structures at the former British intelligence radio station at 
Criggion, ten miles from Welshpool, mid Wales, were due to be demolished 
at the end of August. But the explosive action was only partially 
successful because people coming to watch the blast stood too close to 
the site. The job was completed later on. 


BT decided to demolish all the masts - which were used to eavesdrop on 
Soviet radio signals - after a Government contract to use the station 


ended in March. Alan Campbell Group spokesman Andy Campbell said he was 
delighted the operation had finally proved successful. "Although the 
operation took a few days longer than originally planned the two 
remaining towers were brought down successfully on Wednesday," he added. 
Criggion was built during World War II and its heyday was in the 1960s 
but after the fall of communism in the 1990s the station became surplus 
to requirements.

ALGIERS (AP) - An American eavesdropping station will be built soon 

in South Algeria, writes "Le Quotidian d'Oran" ("the daily newspaper 
of Oran"), quoting "informed sources". 

This station of the National Security Agency (NSA) which will be based 
in Tamanrasset (3.550 km south of Algiers) aims at "intercepting then 
analysing all communications by telephone, data-processing network or 
radio". 


The newspaper refers to the same “informed sources" when it announces 
a visit by American General Charles Wald of the American Command in 
Europe. Wald will meet major general Mohammed Saheb, commander of the 
6th military region area, which is encompassed with Mali, Niger, 
Mauritania, Morocco and Libya. 


Since the attacks of September 11, the Algerian-American military 
co-operation knew an unprecedented boost, noticeably stressed by 
Algerian officers following training in the United States, the common 
naval operations between the Algerian navy and the 6th U.S. fleet based 
in the Mediterranean, the delivery of the first night vision equipment 
and the exchange of intelligence about Al-Qaida.
